Let this pastor be credited with knowing whereof 
he speaks,

with the ability to .adapt his preaching to either of the two proposed 
and diametrically opposed ends in church polity. He has, both in Ber- 
keley and elsewhere, demonstrated his ability to .build up a church 
i'ruin its temporal aspects. He is, in fact, something of a "debt-raiser." 


His ministrations had lifted the mortgages I'rom this church society 


and had caused It to n-.ove into fine quarters at an eligible locatiyn on 
the very edge of the University gronnus. No question nas been raised 
as to his ability to attract students into his congregation and church 
membership; although It must be recognized thai this is a feat not 
always, nor perhaps .commonly, within the capacity of pretty 
good 


preachers and even college presidents.

but tnat he would not. That was the rock on which this people and 
their otherwise successful and acceptable pastor have split.
